GEORGETOWN UNIVERSITY HONORS ITS WAR DEAD 


The hearing condue ted by the citi­ 
zens’ 
committee in the telephone 
rate increase controversy opened at 
the city building this morning, L. C. 
Griffitts, president of the Seymour 
Mutual Telephone Company being the 
first witness. 
The committee is com­ 
posed of W. C. Young, chairman, 
Thomas M. Honan, John A. Ross, 
Charles Leininger and W. F. Bush, 
the appointments having been made 
by Major C. W. Burkart following 
the mass meeting Monday night. 
The 
telephone 
company 
stated 
that it would refuse to meet the com­ 
mittee if Mr. Ross were permitted to 
remain a member, hut negotiations 
were started this morning between 
the committee and representatives of 
the company and a common ground 
for discussion was reached. 
Mr. Griffins was then called to the 
conference. 
He was accompanied bv 
J. B. Thompson, heavy stockholder in 
the local company and 
Seba A. 
■Raniiffi counsel for the company. 
Tile committee told Mr. Griffitts that 
they desired to hear any reasons he 
might have for asking that the rates 
be increased and suggested that he 
pre*ent his arguments in his own way. 
The committee at frequent intervals 
during the information talk asked 
questions and for more complete ex­ 
planations. 
The company’* representative said 
that two important items entered into 
the controversy. 
The first was that 
ut* valuation and the second is op­ 
erating expense. 
The 
second, 
he 
said, is more important than the first 
tor a careless system of operation 
could onlv result in higher expenses. 
‘‘Increased operating expenses ot $100 
a month,” he said, “represented an 
increased valuation of $20,000 at six 
percent, intere-t.” 
Mr. Griffitts fir*t took up the sub­ 
ject of operating expenses. 
He gave 
detailed figures of each item as taken 
from the commission’s report of the; 
local business and from supplemental} 
statements in the hands of the com-; 
puny. 
He said that the operating} 
expense of the system together with j 
seven percent, interest on the vain- j 
.ation and six percent, for the depre­ 
ciation fund would total $2,350 nj 
month. 
The figures were based on a 
valuation of $105,000 for which the 
company is contending. 
Ile then presented a maze oi fig­ 
ures as to twelve months in 1918 and 
the first three months in 1919. 
He 
said that the average revenue per 
month for that period was $1,951.11. 
The total revenue from the 1,400 city 
phones was given at approximately 
$1,413.25 a month, and the balance 
was accounted for from commissions 
un long distance service, rural lines, 
country exchanges and miscellaneous 
accounts. 
He said that the receipts from the 
proposed increased rates, provided 
all subscribers retained the same 


c l a s s of service they now have will be 
$2,301.94 a month, which would not 
be sufficient to meet the expense ac­ 
count which he claimed. 
Considerable time was devoted to 
the subject of depreciation which was 
presented when Mr. Ross pointed to 
figures in the records of the astate 
commission showing that the average 
net earnings of the company for the 
last fifty-three months have been 
about $7,000 a year. 
Mr. Ross said 
that the statement showed that all 
possible expenses had been deducted 
and that as this represented seven 
percent, on a capitalization of $100,- 
000 he could not see where the com­ 
pany is entitled any increase. 
Mr. Griffitts said that the amount 
set aside for depreciation was only 
about one percent, while not less than 
six percent, should he set aside for 
repairs. 
He said the company from 
the time of its organization had never 
made sufficient revenue to set aside a 
sufficient and adequate fund for de- 


Plans for the annual election of 
the Chamber of Commerce which will 
be held in September were discussed 
at the regular meeting Tuesday night.

Seymour people have been terribly 
provoked and much abused during 
the past thirty years by high finance 
iii her public 
service corporations. 
This condition was actual all over 
the 
country 
and 
affected almost 
everything in which the people had 
any 
concern. 
Some 
relief 
was 
brought by commissions, but much 
of the obi time abuse remains in 
many places, nor are the citizens of 
Seymour 
wholly relieved of their 
burden on that account. 
Because these things existed the 
public mind rose to fever heat, in­ 
capable of discriminating between 
prejudice and criticism. 
Indeed it 
now seems that intelligent criticism 
is not wanted. 
It is so rnueh easier 
to aet on our prejudice than it is to 
digest the truth that facts have be­ 
come 
unwelcome 
anil 
undesirable 
things. 
The passion for excitement, 
and sometimes abuse, is 
fa r 
too 
dominant 
in our 
nature 
to allow 
(•elm and impassioned judgment of 
real conditions. 
Wherefore, as the 
aggravating caille of our old time 
Controversies with our public utili­ 


t i e s have ceased to Lh1 a factor in 
cue 
instance we condemn on 
the 
general 
principles 
that 
a 
public 
utility cannot be right. 
Because the local telephone com­ 
pany has found it impossible to do 
business in 1919 on a revenue basis 
established in 1998 we go into a 
furor of excitement and threaten to 
punish the company by suspension 
of 
the service, little heeding 
the 
addnl burden we would put upon 
ourselves in loss of time and con­ 
venience by our acts. 
Now, if the telephone company in 
Jackson county were loaded down 
with bonded indebtedness, watered! 
and other financial 
abuses 
that have characterized similar cor­ 
porations in the past, we might have 
just and 
sufficient cause 
for our 
present distemper. 
But that is not 
the fact. 
The bonded indebtedness 
of the company i- very small and 
the stock issue is less than one-third 
of its present value, amit not more 
than half its assessed valuation for 
taxation. Wherefore all our ancient j 
cause dor grief fails us now, and 
difficult a> it may he, we are com­ 
pelled to seek justification for our 
resentment elsewhere. 
But where? 
Were not the present rates 
for 
telephone service established eleven 
years 
ago, by competent 
business 
men of our own town, on a general 
commodity price base far below that 
of the present day, and against the j 
advice of the Bell Telephone Com­ 
pany Engineers, who 
at 
that time 
told the Directors that they could 
not operate successfully at the rates 
they proposed to put in, even when 
material and labor were so pm, and 
make any interest whatever on their 
investment ? 
They were then sub­ 
mitted) to the city council, together 
with 
a 
request for a 
franchise, 
which was granted, with ample pro- 
vision for higher rates under certain 
conditions, 
At 
that 
time 
every­ 
thing entering into the cost of con­ 
ducting 
a telephone business 
was 
far below such cost now. 
The plant was constructed, put in 
operation ami the field vacated by I 
the 
old 
competing 
company. 
It 
moved 
forward 
substantially 
as 
planned, returning nome profit, al­ 
though 
the old management 
often 
suggested that increased rates would ’ 
he necessary 
to make 
extensions, 
maintain 
the 
equipment 
and pay! 
dividends. 
f ive years later the control of the 
concern 
passed 
into 
new’ 
hand-. 
Many leaks were stopped, exten­ 
sions 
were made, the 
number 
of 
phones on long lines was increased, 
and many improvements made. 
By 
so doing the revenues were largely 
increased, and) where the company 
would soon have been losing money 
the new’ management contrived 
to 
make some, 
No increase of rates 
was a.-bed, and none 
wa- <b -ired, 
although the rates were far below 
tbo>e of such properties generally. 
All this was w’ell and good until 
labor and commodity prices arose to 
that point where service could no 
longer he maintained ami earn a fair 
profit on the value of the property 
at the established rates. 
The abuse of the local long dis­ 
tance privilege has always been a 
source of annoyance to the company 
and also to the subscribers. 
To re­ 
lieve this situation, and add some 
revenue to the concern, the company 
has 
placed in effect 
certain 
toll 
charges. 
This movement has been 
almost universally condemned, not 
through knowledge of the facts, hut 
a priori, or without investigation. 
As a matter of fact it would have

P a r i s . Jul.v 2—France has just 
outlined the general nature of the 
victory celebrations that are to mark 
for France and the Allies the ( lose 
of the war. 
They are to last for three days, 
and it is planned to make them more 
imposing than any triumphal entry 
that has been staged since the Mays 
of the victorious return to Rome of 
the Caesars 
France’s victory cele­ 
bration, imposing as it may be, will, 
however, also be a trifle more demo­ 
cratic and a trifle more human. 
The first day of the great cele­ 
bration will be given over the dead 
In all probability the millions of 
dead whose memory will be revered 
will far exceed the actual number of 
living troops that will be able later 
to march under the Arch of Triumph 
and down, the Champs Ely sees in the 
grand final triumphal march. 
For the commemoration of the 
dead, the great Arch of Triumph will 
be draped in countless thousands of 
yards of mourning. 
An all-night 
death watch will be maintained by 
picked troops, and on the morning 
of Pie beginning of the three days’ 
celebration, 
the 
widow's, 
the 
or­ 
phans, and the surviving relatives 
of the millions who perished during 
the war will be escorted to the Panth­ 
eon where there will be buried and de­ 
posed on behalf of France the ashes 
of dead soldiers gathered from the 
battlefields of France, 
and mixed 
with the earth of the battlefields on 
which they fell and from wTiieh their 
remains were exhumed. 
This* national interment in France's 
temple of immortality will be sym­ 
bolic of 
the 
interment 
of all the 
1,700,000 French soldiers who gave 
up their lives in the great, cause. 
On the second day will come that 
long-w’aited-for event that for over 
four years was the far-away dream 
of every French poilu—the victor­ 
ious return to Paris of the regiment' 
and divisions from the front, their 
passage under the great Arch of Tri­ 
umph, and their triumphal march 
down the Champs Elysees to the 


I Place de la Concorde, then the 'Weep 
down the great boulevards to the 
Place de la Republipue, with every 
inch of the way jammed with wives, 
and daughters, mother' and sweet­ 
hearts. 
The i*>ilu has long dreamed 
that that moment would repay him 
for all the year- and sufferings of 
tin* war. 
On the last day of the celebrations, 
all of th*1 French provinces will gath­ 
er in the Tuileries gardens and wel­ 
come back to their arms their re- 
'tored asters of Alsace and Lor­ 
raine. Delegations from each of the 
French provinces, composed largely 
of women and girls, and wearing the 
native costume of their particular 
province, 
will 
participate in 
this 
festival. 
France h a ' no intention of barring 
her Allies from the big celebration 
and detachments of Allied troops 
will participate in the big triumphal 
march. 
When the French poilus and the 
soldiers of the Allies march through 
the Arch of Triumph the flags which 
Germany captured in 1870 will be 
given a place of honor in the pro- 
ces.'ion. 
The peace treaty calls for 
the immediate return of all colors 
captured by the Prussians in the 
course of the 1870-71 fighting, and 
it is hoped in Paris that the regi­ 
mental em blem s will be on hand for 
the great celebration. 
For nearly 
fifty years these flags have been on 
exhibition in Berlin.

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TURKS AKO BUHS 
REFUSE TO FIGHT 
FOR DAMASCUS 


Australian Tells of Victory Gained 


Over Superior Force. 


ENEMY MORALE SHATTEEEB 


Interesting Account of Capture of An. 
cient City by Australian Forces 
— Could Have Sustained 
Siege for Months. 


Sydney, N. S. W.—An interesting if 
belated account of the capture of Da­ 
mascus by Australian forces last fall 
is given by a returned Australian sol­ 
dier in the Sydney Morning Herald. 
The narrative starts with the Aus­ 
tralians’ advance from Tiberias and 
the subsequent encircling operations 
which resulted in the fall of Damas­ 
cus itself. 
“Leaving Tiberias behind tho Aus­ 
tralian division pushed on northward 
to Lake Iluleh. where they tried to 
cross the Jordan, but the enemy had 
blown up the big stone bridge, and 
nests of German machine gunners lined 
•he precipitous river banks. 
Up and 
flown the river the patrols reconnoi­ 
tered, but always they were met with 
a burst of fire from the eastern bank. 
But the old Jordan had to be crossed, 
so the Tenth Light Horse, nuder cover 
of darkness, forced a passage near the 
lake, while the Fourteenth Light Horse 
did the same further south. 
Iii the 
morning they converged on the enemy 
from either flank, capturing a number 
of prisoners, a few guns, and many 
machine guns. 
The bulk of the enemy 
ear guard bolted. 
So once more was 
* ontinued the great race toward Da­ 
mascus. 
Enemy Rear Guard Routed. 
“Af. Knnrlfrn Hie rear guard ma­ 
id ne gunners were again encountered, 
md once more at Sasa. 
At the latter 
dace there was stiff fighting, and we 
ta I vSome casualties, but the last ob- 
tach* was removed, and we pushed 
rn to the great city. 
“Away to the eastward we could 
cfi clouds of dust rising from the 
x r* ad. 
It yes tic: remnant of 


tho Fourth Turkish army from A man. 
So, in spite < f their long start, we 
had made a dend-lmnt of It. 
Their 
fate was already sealed. 
We had 
been in the saddle all the previous aft­ 
ernoon, all night, and all the morn­ 
ing. but there was no chance of a 
halt. 
General Hodgson—commanding 
the Australian division—pushed the 
l ilied Light Horse brigade toward the 
eolith of the city, while he sent Gen­ 
eral Onslow’s Fifth brigade on a wide 
encircling sweep to the west and 
north of Punier, with a view to block­ 
ing the escape. 
“The battle of Damascus, which fob 
lowed will he studied In years to conic 
as the perfect example of the Infill- 
enoe of morale. 
Napoleon said that 
morale to material is as three to one. 
Here one found it a hundred to one. A 
few thousand exultant horsemen hem- 
med In and captured an army. 
The 
city was surrounded. 
The roads to 
northward were held. 
Having abun­ 
dance of arms and munitions, food and 
water, and being in such overwhelming 
numbers, they could have sustained a 
siege for months, even if they feared 
to risk battle in the open. 
But their 
morale was shattered. 
“There was little fight left in them. 
A fringe of machine guns and a few 
pieces of artillery held off the attack­ 
ers for an hour or so. 
Then the horse­ 
men broke through. 
The Third Light 
Horse brigade captured some thou­ 
sands of the Fourth Turkish army from 
Aman. 


Turks Refused to Fight. 


! 
“Tho Fourth regiment entered the 
outskirts of the city, found the big bar­ 
racks swarming with Turks and Ger­ 
mans. 
But they wouldn’t fight and 
the Victorians rounded' up 10,000 of 
them and led them away. 
Another 
column, several thousand strong, flee­ 
ing from the Arabs, tried to escape by 
the northern road to Honin. 
But the 
Third Light Horse brigade started in 
pursuit, charged the rear guard of 
German machine gunners and captured 
the whole column. 
“Meanwhile the Fifth Light Horse 
brigade—which used to be the camel 
corps—broke through the cordon of 
machine guns, hiding in the northern 
gardens, 
and 
reached 
tile 
Barada 
Gorge 6,000 strong, 
streaming out 
along the road to Be> rut. In one place 
a h o u sto n the hill overlooks the gorge, 
where the rail, the road and the river 
| run within cf few yards of each other, 
and here a party of 13 men of the 
Fourteenth regiment, N. S. W., with 
two officers, opened fire on the big col­ 
umn. 
Turks and German# fled in all 
directions.

Suddenly we saw a huge con­ 
flagration near the wireless station. 
Flames leaped skyward hundreds of 
feet. 
Loud explosions sounded from 
time to time, sending myriads of sparks 
into the air. 
It provided a gorgeous 
pyrotechnic 
display 
of 
gargantuan 
proportions. 
Ammunition, 
benzine 
and stores all fed the fire. 
It lighted 
up the city like moonlight. 
“Then we knew that the Germans 
had decided to surrender. 
From the 
east the victorious Arabs swarmed into 
the city, yelling with triumph. 
“Back to the Barada Gorge, the 
Fifth brigade held the road, and a 
small proportion was able to snatch an 
hour’s sleep—the first since leaving 
Kuneltra 42 hours before. 
But the 
rest had to guard prisoners and hold 
the road, and incidentally help them­ 
selves to the tons of cigars, liquor, 
food and other things with which the 
enemy had littered the road to Bey- 
rut.
